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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-3, 7-12, and 16-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Hasan. 

With regard to claims 1,10, and 19, Hasan teaches a method and manufacturing 
system comprising: determining a metric associated with each of a plurality of metrology 
tools (H 50), generating a metrology request including context information fl| 51), 
identifying a precision requirement for the metrology request based on the context 
information (fig. 9, step 306), and identifying a set of the tools capable of satisfying the 
metrology request based on the precision requirement and the precision metrics (fig. 9, 
steps 308 & 310). 

With regard to claims 2, 3, 11, and 12, Hasan teaches selecting one of the 
metrology tools having a metric closest to the precision requirement (fig. 9, step 310). 

With regard to claims 7 and 16, Hasan teaches extracting the precision 
requirement from the context information (fig. 8, part 250). 
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With regard to claims 8 and 17, Hasan teaches extracting a metrology event type 
and associating the event type with the precision requirement fl| 51). 

With regard to claims 9 and 18, Hasan teaches generating the request for a 
control action event fl| 13). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 4-6 and 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Hasan in view of Conboy et al. 

Hasan teaches capability requirements of certain tools being determined but 
does not teach bottlenecks conditions being identified. Conboy et al teaches a method 
for processing semiconductor devices in which a bottleneck situation in the processing 
system is identified, a different tool is selected responsive to the bottleneck condition, 
and the old tool removed (col. 3, lines 57+). It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art, at the time of the invention, to modify Hasan, so that bottleneck 
conditions are identified and eliminated, as taught by Conboy et al, in order to improve 
manufacturing efficiency for cost savings and time reduction.
